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WILL FLEETS BE CHEAPER? 
The Japanese Yorodzu, a newspap­ 
er of Tokio, discussing naval programs 
and the fading prospects of disarma­ 
ment, directs attention to the impor­ 
tance of the experiments which will 
soon be held to determine the relative 
effectiveness of capital ships and sub­ 
marines and air craft. The Tokio jour­ 
nal seems to be interested in the tests 
chiefly from the point of view* of eco­ 
nomics. 
It seems to think, although it 
does not say so in words, that these 
tests afford the only possible hope of 
a lightening of tax burden. 
Perhaps not many Americans have 
viewed the matter in that light. 
Most 
of the discussion of the subject in this 
country has been carried on by writers 
whose chief interest in the question 
was purely naval. 
For 
the 
public 
which pays 
the 
bills of armament, 
how*ever, the 
point 
of 
view7 of the 
Japanese newspaper is an intensely 
practical one. 
It is the capital 
ship— the 
super- 
dreadnaught and the battle cruiser— 
which makes armament the terrific 
financial burden that it now is. These 
enormous 
engines 
of war are enor­ 
mously costly, and they are getting 
more costly every year. 
One of the 
most serious aspects of the situation 
as it now stands is the fact that prac­ 
tically all the great naval Powers are 
tending strongly towards a definite 
decision in favor of the capital ship. 
They believe that 
the 
big, heavily 
armored, heavily gunned fighting ship 
is still the real unit of naval strength, 
despite the 
development 
of aircraft 
and submarines. 
Consequently these 
big ships predominate in all the naval 
programs and sw*e!l the cost of naval 
construction to almost unbelieveable 
proportions. 
It is hard to measure the results of 
the revolution that would be wrought 
if the tests w*hich will undoubtedly be 
made during the next few* years, 
should demonstrate conclusively that 
the day of the big ship is done. 
Sea 
pow*er as it now exists would be prac­ 
tically wiped out. 
The political effect 
of such an event would be enormous, 
but whether 
the 
economic 
effect 
would be 
what 
Yorodzu 
seems to 
think is problematical. 
Submarines and aircraft w ould have 
superseded the super-dreadnaught as 
the essential naval units and subma­ 
rines and aircraft are not as costly as 
super-dreadnaughts, 
but, unless the 
moment could be seized for putting 
through a real 
disarmament 
agree­ 
ment, it seems likely that the nations, 
w*hich had just seen their sea power, 
as expressed 
in 
super-dreadnaughts 
vanish, 
would 
begin 
feverishly the 
construction of submarine and aerial 
fleets on a scale which might w*ell in­ 
volve outlays as vast as those formerly 
required for the construction of capi­ 
tal ships.

“Senator Knox’s resolution declar­ 
ing a state of peace w ith Germany and 
Austria might as w*ell come now* as 
at any other time, but, after all, there 
is something a bit cowardly about it. f 
Everyone must admit that.

able situation.

There must be coopera­ 
tion, and w*e have confidence in the 
ability of the 
secretary 
of 
state to 
bring this about in a satisfactory man­ 
ner.”
